It is certain th a t during the early 
days of the Chinese provisional gov­ 
ernm ent, w-hen Dr. Sun Yat Sen was 
president, and Nanking, the capital, 
the S ta ndard's agent. Roy Anderson, 
had the tightest grip on the ad m in ­ 
istration. 
It is also practically certain t h a t 
the money with which the provision­ 
al government financed itself during 
the first few weeks of its existence 
came from Standard Oil sources.
